‘The steamer Alexandra, Cupt. Mcore, arrived 
from the Sound via Victoria yesterday morning, 
bringing four days later news from the seat of 
war. Wecopy from the Chronicle Extra of Mon- 
day :—The New York. Herald’s special from 


Frederick, of the 8th, says: The enemy con- 
tinued to press. Colonel Clendon pretty bard yes- 
terday, but finally» flanked him just as the 3rd 
Maryland Infantry caine to their support. They 
drove the rebels back. The troops fought well, 


although there. were a superior number of Con- 


federates, which at first held them in check until 
their infantry supports arrived.—A Philadelphia 
telegram says a despatch from Baltimore was 
received, stating the rebels occupy Frederick, 
our troops falling baek to the Monocacy. Oth- 
et despatches confirm this, and say-a rebel force 
under Breckinridge, 12,000 strong, crossed the 
Potomac near Edward’s Ferry and moved in the 
direction of Ubuna. What is the actual force is 
not known. It is supposed to be a move to 
flank us. We are daily gaining strength by re- 
inforcements. 

Wasuinetox, July 9.—The Presideut has_ is- 
sued a proclamation approving of the plan for 
‘the reconstruction of the seceded States adopted 
by Congress.

Wasnincton, July 7.—The President, in accordance 
with the resolution of Congress, has issued bis proclam- 
ation appointing the first Thursday in August as a day 
of humiliation and prayer for the people of the United 
States, commending them to implore the compassion 
and forgiveness of Almighty God, that the rebels may 
lay down their arms and that the effusion of blood may 
be stoppede~The telegraph between Bultimore and 
Washington is cut and most of the news we receive is 
flying rumors. 

Havre De Grace, July 12.—Semi-official intelli- 
gence was received here that yesterday afternoon a fight 
was progressing seven miles from Washington on the 
Seventh Street road, near the Crystal Springs ; that 
éne thousand rebel cavalry were there. Philadelphia 
despatches of the 12th state that rumors prevail of an 
attack by 15,000 rebels on the northern fortifications of 
Washington, but-they cannot be traced to any definite 
source. There is much excitement here. ~ Business 
nearly suspended. Recruiting is very brisk. A large 
number of men are ready to leave for Baltimore and 
Washington to-night. 

Parapevpata, July 12.—The Telegraph of this city 
has the following: Fighting has been going on near 
Washington since morning. The rebels are approach- 
ing the defences on the northern side of the city in 
strong force.—It is reported that our forces are now in 
possession of Frederick, and that a part of the rebels 
had recrossed the Potomac’ at Maryland Heights. A 
large number of sailors have been sent to Baltimore. 

Havee De Grace, July 12.—The rebels have de- 
stroyed, 450 feet of the Gunpowder Bridge, and five hun- 
dred feet more is partially destroyed. 

Purape.enia, July 12—4 p m.—The wires are again 
cut by the rebels between Baltimore and Washington. 
Nothing is known of the state of affairs at Washington ; 
all the wires down. 

Battiwore, July 12.—Notbing from Washington but 
idle street rumors. No dispatches, no papers nor trains 
have arrived.—Bradley Johnson's cavalry crossed the 
pike at Corral’s manor at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, 


the Potomac.—The conductor of a train from Wasbing- 
ton at 9 o’clock yesterday morning reports no fighting 
up to the time he left.—At 12:45 the telegraph was cut 
from Annapolis Junction.—The rebels obtained posses- 
sion of the road at Beltsville and Blandensburg about 
1 o'clock. The latest advices state that they age still 
in possession of it, and are amusing themselves by de- 
stroying bridges and tearing up the track. They are 
said to be in considerable force. 

“New Yorx, July 13.—The Herald has the following 
in regard to the capture of the trains south of Havre de 
Grace, about twelve miles from Gunpowder Bridge: 
On pistol shots being heard the train stopped. The 
rebels entered with pistols in hands and ordered the 
psssengers out. As they went out they were robbed of 
their watches and money with cocked pistols at their 
heads. The cars were then set on fire. Gen. W,. B. 
Franklin, passenger on the first train, on being asked 
who he was, replied, nobody of any account. The 
guard passed out, but the Baltimore women told who 
he was, when they returned, demanded his papers and 
took him in charge. The rebel force was about 250 
strong. The lady prisoners were well treated, and ap- 
peared to be acquainted with many of the rebels, whom 
they greeted most affectionately. The rebels had no 
hesitation in taking what they wanted—from passen- 
gers’ boots, coats, bats, ete. Among the prisoners 
were several of,our officers, who succeeded in making 
their escape. The passengers were finally released and 
were obliged to walk 9 miles to Bush river.

New York, July 8.—Semmes’ official report of his 
fight with the Kearsage seys:: .Within 10 or 15 minutes 
of the commencement of the fight the firing became very 
hot, and the enemy’s shotjand shell soon began to tell 
on our hull, knocking down, killing and disabling 
number of men in different parts of the ship. Perceiv- 
ing that our shells, though hitting, did but little execu- 
tion, resort was had to solid shot. After an hour and 
forty minutes the ship was ascertained .to be in a sink- 
ing condition, shell from the enemy baving exploded in 
our sides between decks, opening large apertures thro’ 
which the Water rushed with great rapidity. | My hopes 
were of being able to reach the coast, for which purpose 
I gave the ship all steam. gnd set such fore and aft sails 
as were available. The ship filled so rapidly that be- 
fore she had made much progress the fires-were extin- 
guished, and we were evidently sinking. I now aul- 
ed down my colors, to prevent the further destruction 
of life, and dispatched boats to inform the enemy of our 
condition. Semmes says that the Kearsage fired five 
times after -he struck his colors. Speaking of the com- 
parative strength of the two vessels, he says the Kear- 
sage was heavier than the Alabama in ship, battery, 
and crew.- The former was armoured by double rows 
of chains slung alongside, and could have withstood 
the firing of the Alabama all day. La France says that 
the Kearsage, returning to Cherbourg on Sunday, lan- 
ded 65 of the crew of the Alabama, 15 of whom were 
wounded. The Paris Commercial says that Capt. Win- 
slow still claims Semmes as his prisoner, and will write 
to him to deliver himself up, making it a personal mat- 
ter between officers.
